“ Artie Wicks,” said the gov ernor as he embraced him 
and then the two reflected on the AFL-CIO endorsement 
of Carey instead of Wilson last week with Wilson reminding 
Wicks that it was the W tlson-Wicks bill that protected 
New Y'ork Citv subway workers when their jobs were im­ 
periled y ears ago 
“ It was my Irish mother," Wilson recalled, 'that said. 
Eaten bread is soon forgotten.' 
Wilson spent a good dee.I of time talking with the many 
he encountered, telling them of his fears that a Dem o­ 
cratic gov ernment in Albany will mean v irtually an ex ­ 


clusiv e focus on New York Citv . “ W e are concerned about 
the v ast problems of ev ery one liv ing in the state. 
I he 
problems of residents of one town are as important as 
pet sons in the cities.” The gov ernor suggested that the 
Democrats focus is on the City of New York whereas the 
GOP recognizes and tries to solv e the problems of the city 
as well as upstate. 
A« krd how polls v iew his candidacy , WiLon said he is 
not aware of any recent polls and is r.ot taking any him* 
self. 
Commenting on the current State Department of Cor­ 
rection inv estigation of Ulster County Sheriff W illiam B. 
Martin, Wilson said he is not aware of the details but said 
the matter “ is in the good hands of Commissioner Peter 
Preiser.” 
The gov ernor, on sev eral occasions also made a point 
of telling listeners that he “ nev er wanted the death pen­ 
alty remov ed.” He called the present Republican adminis­ 
tration “ tough on crime” because it wants "people free from 
fear.” 
He said a death penalty bill for slay ers of police and 


cotrectional officers was signed because we are ‘ sick and 
tired of people hav ing to pay the tax of crime. . . I want 
to make people safe and make the streets safe,' he said. 
Getting back to his opponent, Wilson said ( arey and 
the rest of the members of Congress are responsible for in­ 
flation and that Carey was only in attendance in the House 
50 per cent of the time. 
“ More people ought to realize,” he said, "that gov ern­ 
ment doesn't hav e a fiv e-cent piece until it takes it from the 
tax pay ers. . . People are getting a lot more gov ernment 
than they need.”

Reflecting on the primary in September in which ( arey 
beat his opponent, OTR betting chief Howard Samuels, 
Wilson said that only 26 per rent of the Democrats v oted 
and that Carev beat Samuels by a margin of only 200.000. 
“ The onlv people who would put him there were the Dem o­ 
crats of New York Citv ," he said. 
The gov ernor also accused Carev of spending o n e -h al f 
million more on his primary campaign than the law allows.
